Preservation Society plans 
annual tour Oct 25 


Mayor Pro Tern Sam Simpson made a motion 
that City Administrator Jim McRea go out for bids 
both on the 38-foot tower and for the alternate 
tower of 31.6 feet of the proposed new police 
and fire facility. 

Architect Don Murphy presented proposals be¬ 
fore the council that evening and the council- 
members reacted by requesting costs for two of the 
proposals. 

The council action came after presentations 
by Sierra Madre Fire Chief Edward Tracy and Po¬ 
lice Chief Bill Betts. Tracy said that by the end of 
1987 the fire department will have used the meet¬ 
ing room 138 times and he expects that room, part 


in 1988. He named uses: Emergency Medical Tech¬ 
nicians’ classes, EMT refresher courses, officer de¬ 
velopment training courses and Cardiopulmonary 
Resuscitation classes, to name a few. 

Concerning the proposed exercise room for the 
departments, Tracy noted that “one of the lead¬ 
ing indicators (of firemen’s deaths) is heart attacks. 
An aggressive exercise program is needed ... If 
we were to send our firefighters out of town to 
professional exercise facilities, they would not be 
available here in Sierra Madre for emergencies.” 

Chief Betts said, “Our department needs a 
meeting or training room . . . We use it for a

day and visit four of Sierra Madre’s lovely vintage 
homes. The Japanese Garden on North Lima, featured 
for the Rose Float fundraiser, will be opened again 
for this tour, and Historical Society Museums, 
Richardson House and Lizzie’s Trail Inn, will also 
be open. Richardson House has recently been re¬ 
decorated. 

Money - saving pre - sale tickets are $8 for adults, 
$5 for seniors and children under 12, and may be 
purchased at Arnold’s Hardware, Abacus and the 
Sierra Madre News office. Also, by mail, please add 
50 cents handling, with checks made out to SMPS and 
mailed to SMPS,40 Lowell Ave., Sierra Madre. 

Tickets may also be purchased at any tour location 
on tour day and will be $10 and $7 for seniors and 
children. Addresses and articles will be in the Sierra 
Madre News in the next weeks before the event. 
Ticket purchasers receive a souvenir intormational 
brouchure with a map. Tour locations are driven to 
on your own and may be visited in any order you 
wish and at your own pace. 

One home selected by the Preservation Society 
is at 171 S. Baldwin, an important location with 
Baldwin being a main entering street for Sierra Madre. 
This is a two story brown shingle which is known 
architectually as a “Bungalow chalet” and built in 
1911 by Harry Webb. Old - timers may remember 
Mrs. Webb who taught piano here and was very 
avante guard wearing outlandish clothes and purple 
powder (hard rockers take note). 

This Baldwin house has the Spanish name of El 


Retire, meaning, of course, “retirement” or “re¬ 
treat,” emplazoned on the entrance post. That hardly 
seems appropriate considering the active families 
who have lived there since. 

During the 1930s, for example, Mr. and Mrs. 
William Kinney, their five boys and two girls had 
ownership. Kinney was active in the community, a city 
councilman and mayor, 1950 - 52. He was a Catholic 
and the children attended school at St. Rita’s. In- 
cidently, Mrs. Kinney was a gracious lady from 
Tennessee who had a soft southern accent but she 
was a Baptist. This did not slow her down a bit in 
supporting or working hard for St. Rita’s. 

Kinney was very involved, also, in Boy Scouts 
and held an important position on their council. Dave 
Duran, longtime Sierra Madre resident, remembers 
that his first camping experience was as a Boy Scout 
in the Kinney’s back yard. 

Also, the yard which is so beautifully landscaped 
by the present owners, was covered with little more 
than children’s footprints back then. 

This house has three bedrooms plus porches on 
the second floor which in those days were considered 
healthy sleeping areas. There was just one bathroom 
upstairs and 1/4 “facility” on the first floor. A larger 
house was needed. They moved to 695 W. Sierra 
Madre Blvd. at the corner of Michillinda which is 
the former Topping mansion location now behind the 
Methodist Church. Kinney was plant manager for

Stop auto 
accidents before 
they happen 

The more experienced we become 
as drivers, the less attentive we tend to 
be to the basic rules of highway safety. 
Lack of attention causes many needless 
highway deaths and injuries each year. 
The next time you get into the car, con¬ 
centrate on these basic rules to assure 
your trip is a safe one. 

Be mindful of everything in front of 
you for at.least 100 yards, including 
other vehicles, signals, signs, crosswalks 
and roadside activity. Be ready to react 
to anything that may change the pace 
of traffic. 

Look in your rear view mirror every 
10 seconds to remain aware of positions 
and speed of approaching vehicles. 

Always signal and be sure the lane 
Is clear before changing lanes or mak¬ 
ing a turn. Watch for other drivers who 
are turning or changing lanes. 

When stopped at a red light, keep 
your eyes on the car in front of you, 
not on the light. Keep your foot on the 
brake until the vehicle ahead begins to 
move. 

Don’t follow another vehicle too 
closely. The three-second rule is a safe 
standard to follow. Watch when the car 
in front of you passes a certain point, 
then begin counting — one-one thou¬ 
sand, two-one thousand, three-one thou¬ 
sand. If you’ve already passed the same 
point, you’re following too closely. 

If it’s near dusk or raining, turn 
on your headlights. Increased visibility 
means increased safety. 

Drive at or below the posted speed 
limit and adjust your speed according to 
weather and traffic conditions.

I’m sure everyone has heard of the Hope 
Diamond, but do^you know the djaqiond is 
known as the Diamond of Doom? More than 
20 deaths have been blamed on this priceless 
gem. According to legend, 500 years after it was 
mined from the Kistna River in India, a Hindu 
priest fell under its spell and stole it from the 
forehead of an Indian temple idol. He was 
caught and put to death. 

Then, in about 1642, it turned up in Europe 
in the hands of Jean Baptiste Tafernier, a 
trader-smuggler, who sold it to buy an estate. 
His son got so deeply into debt through 
gambling that Jean Tafernier had to sell his 
estate. He went back to India to make his 
fortune — again — and was attacked by a pack 
of wild dogs. 

Then, once again, the diamond reappeared, 
but this time King Louis XIV owned it and had 
it cut down from its 112.5 carats to 67.5 
carats. Unfortunately, a government official, 
Nicolas Fouquet, borrowed it for a state ball 
and in 1665 was caught for embezzlement and 
was imprisoned for the rest of his life. After 
several other strange deaths, the diamond 
vanished. 

Then, it once again reappeared when a 
Dutch diamond cutter cut it down to its present 
weight of 44.5 carats. When his son stole it 
from him, the diamond cutter committed suicide. 
This jinxed gem then came to the U.S., and 
was bought by Ned McLean in 1911 for a mere 
S153,(X)0. He and his family, too, met with 
tragedy. 

It was a clever American jeweler Harry 
Winston who bought the Hope diamond from 
the McLean heirs, and instead of keeping it 
selfishly for himself, he gave it away where it 
sparkles and brilliantly shines for all to see — 
in the Smithsonian!

The list consists of 
items usually available in 
a home and used re¬ 
gularly. It is designed 
to help your family iden¬ 
tify and organize them 
for any emergency. 

Quantities of emergen¬ 
cy supplies should be ad¬ 
equate for at least 72 
hours. A 2-week supply 
is recommended as a 
minimum reserve of wa¬ 
ter, food, medicine and 
other consumable items. 
Survival 

Water: 2 quarts to 1 
gallon per person per day. 
First aid kit: ample and 
freshly stocked. First 
aid book: know how to 
use it. Food: canned or 
individually packaged. 
Precooked and/or re¬ 
quiring minimum heat 
and water. Consider in¬ 
fants, pets and other spe¬ 
cial dietary require¬ 
ments. Can opener. Blan¬ 
kets — or sleeping bag 
for each member of 
family. Radio port¬ 
able battery operated. 
Square batteries. Critical 
medication and glasses: 
as required. Fire extin¬ 
guisher: dry chemical, 
type ABC. Flashlight: 
fresh and spare batteries 
and bulb. Watch or 
clock: battery or spring 
wound. 

Sanitation Supplies 

Large plastic trash 
bags — for trash, 
waste, water protection, 
ground cloth; large trash 
cans, hand soap, liquid 
detergent, shampoo, 
toothpaste and tooth¬ 
brush, pre-moistened 
towelettes, deodorant, 
dentures, feminine sup¬ 
plies, infant supplies, 
toilet paper, powdered, 
chlorinated lime — add 
to sewage to deodorize, 
disinfect and keep away 
insects; newspapers — to 
wrap garbage and waste. 
Can also be used for 
warmth. 

Safety 

Heavy shoes — for 
every family member; 
heavy gloves — for every 
person clearing debris; 
candles, matches — dip¬ 
ped in wax and kept in 
waterproof container; 
clothes — complete 
change kept dry; knife — 
sharp, or razor blades; 
garden hose — for siph¬ 
oning and fire fighting. 

Cooking 

Barbecue — charcoal 
and lighter or Sterno 
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stove (use outdoors on¬ 
ly); plastic bags — var¬ 
ious sizes, sealable; pots — 
at least 2; paper plates; 
plastic knives, forks, 
spoons; paper towels. 
Tools 

Axe, shovel, broom, 
crescent wrench — for 
turning off gas main, 
screwdriver, pliers, ham¬ 
mer, coil of Vi" rope, 
coil of baling wire, plas¬ 
tic tape, pen and paper. 
Car Mini-Survival Kit 
Non-perishable food — 
store in empty coffee 
cans; bottled water, first 
aid kit, flares, fire ex¬ 
tinguisher, blanket, seal- 
able plastic bags, flash¬ 
light — fresh and spare 
batteries and bulb, cri¬ 
tical medication, tools — 
screwdriver, pliers, wire, 
knife, short rubber hose — 
for siphoning, small 
package of tissues, pre- 
moistened towelettes, 
sturdy shoes. 

The State Office of 
Emergency Services may 
be of assistance in case 
of aftershocks or future 
earthquakes: 

1. Stay calm. 

2. Check utilities (wa¬ 
ter, electricity, gas and 
phone). 

3. Shut off current at 
main meter box. 

4. If water pipes are 
damaged, shut off the 
main valve. Emergency 
water may be taken from 
hot water tanks, ice 
cubes, and toilet tanks. 

5. If you smell gas, 
open windows, shut off 
main gas valve. 

6. Check chimney for 
cracks. Approach chim¬ 
ney with caution. 

7. Stay away from 
downed power lines. 

8. Use telephone only 
for emergency calls. 

9. Stay away from 
damaged areas. 

10. Turn on radio or 
television to get latest 
information.

SPECIAL CARE 
NEEDED FOR 
FASHIONABLE SILK! 


By Joe Delgatto 

Silk is the fashion fabric of the year, 
its use going beyond scarves and ties to 
dresses, blouses and suits — men’s, as well 
as women’s. 

But, the thread of the silkworm, first 
cultivated by the ancient Chinese and long ad¬ 
mired for its special look and feel, needs spe- 
: cial cleaning and handling care. 

“On the plus side — silk is very elastic 
and wrinkle resistant and doesn’t soil easily,’’ 
advises Patricia Andersen of the International 
Fabricate Institute (IFl), the association of pro¬ 
fessional launderers and drycleaners. “On the 
minus side, the weaves can be prone to cha¬ 
fing or even splitting, especially when wet.’’ 

Even perspiration, Ms. Andersen says, can 
weaken the fabric enough to damage the sur¬ 
face fibers and give the material a dull, worn 
look. 

“This will happen anywhere the fabric has 
been flexed repeatedly,” she added. 

Moisture also can cause bleeding of some 
silk dyes and can disrupt fabric finishes enough 
to cause wrinkles or water spots, she noted. 

“Professional drycleaners have equipment 
and techniques to restore silk fabric, but 
there’s only so much they can do,” said Charles 
R. Riggott, IFl executive vice-president. 

Most silks aren’t washed because of silk’s 
aversion to water and even drycleaning tech¬ 
niques have to be adapted to suit the fragile 
fabric. 

Care at home is needed as well. Spills 
must be blotted from the fabric with a towel, 
because rubbing the fabric when wet will 
damage the silk fibers. 

The IFI offers other hints to extend the 
good look of the new fashions: 

— Strong light weakens and yellows the 
fabric and can fade many dyes and brighteners 
silk is treated with. So, keep things stored 

I in the dark. 

— Age and frequent ironing also yellow 
the fabric, and a too-hot iron can be damaging. 
Silk velvet shouldn’t be ironed at all, since 
ironing flattens the pile. 

— Strong chemicals found in many 
household cleaning solutions will weaken or 
even dissolve silk. Watch out for strong acids, 1 
such as in liquid drain cleaners and alkalies, 
such as ammonia or caustic soda. 

— Chloride salts — contained in deodo¬ 
rants, perspiration and salt water, will damage 
silk fibers. Chlorine bleach will, too, and 
can’t be used in whitening a yellowed white 

silk. 

The key to taking care of soiled or stained 
silk items, according to the IFI, is to have 
them cleaned as soon as possible. 

“Not only will dirt and stains set with 
age,” says Ms. Anderson, “But dirt attracts 
moths and insects that can attack the fabric 
I finishes.”

Pioneer Flint Coat Roofing Company and is remem¬ 
bered a very outgoing, helpful man who often 
found employment for loeal men out of work at the 
height of the Depression. 

Later, the company transferred him to manage 
their San Francisco office and the family settled in 
Walnut Creek. But the Kinneys retained ownership 
of the Baldwin home over the years, and it was rented 
to several families. 

Carl and Sally Hansen and their son moved in 
during the war and stayed for eight years. After Sally 
had surgery and wanted the convenience of a home 
that had one story, they moved. But they loved that 
house and Sally says their son cried when they moved. 

Carl came to Sierra Madre in 1937 from Pasa¬ 
dena where he was a purchasing agent for an auto 
company. He was in business here for 33, years, es¬ 
tablishing his own Ford Agency at 120 W. Sierra Madre 
Blvd. and was highly regarded for his fair and rep¬ 
utable business practices. He loved his work, was 
not a man to have hobbies and truly wanted to “die 
with his boots on.” Sadly, he did just that when he 
died suddenly sitting at his office desk in 1970. 

Seventeen years ago Jim Whitson and Steve 
Murphy purchased the Baldwin house. Whitson is 
an interior decorator and has been redoing the home 
more in the style of the house and has collected some 
fine pieces of Stickley furniture.

Scanners, stings, 
uniforms, radar, 
computers and four - 
legged helpers are new 
and up - dated programs 
that are enhancing the 
efficiency of the Arcadia 
Police Department, 
according to Chief Neal 
Johnson who is soon to 
begin in his third year as 
department head. 

Increasing safely was 
the reason behind re¬ 
vamping shot guns and 
the placement of scanners, 
radio monitoring devices, 
alley lights and high 
intensity spotlights on 
each patrol car. To in¬ 
crease morale, Arcadia 
officers now wear new 
blue uniforms and drive 
in newly marked cars. 

The department con¬ 
tinues to make narcotic 
arrests, from the big 
multi - million dollar 
deals to the little buys.

Computers have helped 
in making reports, keep¬

The California Music 
Theater’s new production 
of “The Desert Song” by 
Sigmund Romberg has 
lush scenery and lush 
music, and for those 
who grew up with it, lush 
nostalgia.

Zaro reports that 
‘trail is open’ 

Ambro.se Zaro, who just turned 87 on Sept. 22, 
reports that the Mt. Wilson Trail is in “pretty 
good condition.” 

He’s been up the trail since the earthquake 
and says the metal sheets and stakes he previously 
installed are holding and have saved the banks in 
many places from caving in. Some pipes are bent, 
“but not dangerously,” he reports. 

He says there are three risky places about 
34-mile up where there are still boulders that have 
rolled down. However, the metal sheets have con¬ 
trolled them enough to keep them pretty much off 
the trail. 

There is lots to do and he urges other volun¬ 
teers to bring their shovels to help fill in some of 
the cracks in the trail formed by the earthquake. 

Before the earthquake there were “lots of 
people” walking the trail. However, the past week¬ 
end he only came across three couples on the 
trail, Ambrose says. 

Zaro, who is known as “The Mountain Man” 
because of the years of work he has done on Mt. 
Wilson Trail, reports that the “trail is open and 
safe.” 

Zaro continues to walk at least two miles 
daily and do his calisthenics. He admitted to having 
fallen on the trail recently because of the irregular 
terrain, but that does not deter him from con¬ 
tinuing his cleanup work up there.
